SCHOOL REPORT 


For THE YEAR Enpinc Marcu 1, 1890. 


To THE CITIZENS OF AUBURN: 


The school board organized March 12, with William G. 
Brown, chairman, H. P. Wood, treasurer, and F. A. Griffin, 
clerk. We have had during the year twenty-three weeks of 
school, a fraction above the average for the State. The 
whole number of pupils attending school not less than two 
weeks has been 132; girls 67, boys 65. 

It was deemed advisable by the board to discontinue the 
school in No. 6 for the summer term, by providing private tu- 
ition for those pupils who could not reasonably attend 
other schools. One pupil had belonged to the Bunker Hill 
school under the district system, and three others could be 
accommodated at Candia. The parents preferred the private 
tuition, with but one exception, where the pupil was sent to 
the village school. Although we do not generally advocate 
schools at private houses, in this case a large amount of work 
was done. ‘The fall term was held at the school] house. The 
scholars of No. 6 are above the average, and their map draw- 
ing is especially worthy of mention. 

At the village school the attendance has been much better 
the past year than previously. 

In No. 7 the ten girls have a neariy perfect record for the 
summer term, while the per centage of daily attendance in the 
other schools averages higher than last year, and instances of 
tardiness have been less frequent. We have 45 names on 
the roll of honor; 20 others have a good record. 

We are pleased to report that 367 visits have been made 
the schools during the year as shown by the registers, in ad- 
dition to those of school board. Frequent visits of parents 
and citizens not only give them a personal knowledge of the 
standing of their schools but encourage teacher and scholar 
to do better work. We have visited the schools as often as 
_ practical in order to understand their every day work. Our 
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teachers have been faithful and industrious. All have mani- 
fested a desire to do their part well; and most of the scholars 
have been anxious to int what they could. We regret to 
except any. 

This closes the fourth year of the town system. With us 
the most practical effect of the law has been the equalization 
of the school year throughout the town, which now gives to 
all pupils the same school privileges. The beneficial results 
of this are very apparent with the younger children, the schol- 
arship averaging nearly the same in all the schools and com- 
paring favorably with that of children of like age even in city 
schools. 

We call your attention to the following law: 

An Act.to provide for the furnishing of free text-books 
and school supplies to the pupils of the public schools. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court convened. 

Srction 1. The school committee of every city and town 
shall purchase, at the expense of such city or town, text-books 
and other supplies used in the public schools; and said text- 
books and supplies shall be loaned to the pupils of said pub- 
lic schools free of charge, subject to such rules and regulations 
as to care and custody as the school committee may prescribe, 
provided, that in purchasing the first supply of text-books 
under this act the school committee may effect a change in 
the text-books previously and then in use upon any subject. 

Secr. 2. Pupils supplied with text-books at the time of 
the passage of this act shall not be supplied with similar 
books by the committee until needed. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon the first day of 
January, eighteen hundred and ninety. 

Approved July 30, 1889 

In complying with this law we recommend as much econo- 
my as consistent. To secure uniformity it will be necessary 
to purchase new geographies. Three kinds are now in use. 
Many pupils are ready for a higher book, and some have no 
book at all. A better work in grammar than Swinton’s is 
needed. We think the introduction of Colburn’s mental arith- 
metic would prove a great benefit. Greenleaf’s primary and 
practical arithmetics are in use and very satisfactory. It 
will be necessary to replace worn-out books, but we would 
not advise a change of readers as the ones now in use have 
been in the schools only three years Last summer term a 
nice globe was purchased for the village school, for which 
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credit is due W. S. Harris and his schol irs of the winter term 
of 1887-8. | 

In conclusion we would [thank our teachers, scholars and 
citizens for their kindly co-operation, and trust they will take 
increased interest in our schools the coming year, that the 
standard of education may be raised still higher. If our 
work has failed to meet the approval of the whole town, it 
has been impartial; we have endeavored to do the best we 
could with the means placed at our disposal.
